My name is Jae Shin and I am a student currently enrolled in the 
Re-entry Clinic at the University of Maryland School of Law. The Clinic 
represents individuals who are committed to taking affirmative steps to 
overcome the hurdles attached to a criminal record. 

The majority of individuals we represent face uphill battles in 
securing employment because of their records. They are all stigmatized 
by their records, in spite of their dedication to improving their lives, 
providing for their families, and contributing to their communities. As 
a part of the Clinic's attempt to alleviate these struggles, we have 
been corroborating with the Baltimore City Mayor's Office to research 
and implement a prosecutor based re-entry program in the City of 
Baltimore. 

Our preliminary research led us to San Francisco's Back On Track 
(BOT) program. The program's utilization of the Deferred Entry of 
Judgment in place of a felony conviction for narcotics sales is of 
particular interest to Baltimore's efforts to prevent over-crowding of 
correctional facilities. In addition, BOT seems like an ideal way for 
non-violent first time drug offenders in Baltimore to avoid the stigma 
that inevitably attaches to a criminal conviction while providing them 
with the opportunity to educate and rehabilitate themselves.

In Back on Track, offenders plead guilty and commit to strict court 
supervision as they complete an intensive personal responsibility program, They are trained for a job, go back 
to school, get current with child support payments, enroll in parenting classes, and become positive 
contributors in their communities. The program is run by the San Francisco District Attorney’s Office in 
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partnership with Goodwill Industries., the Family Service Agency, New American Media.. 

Pioneered by DA Harris four years ago, Back on Track has shown impressive results. Less than 10 percent of 
Back on Track graduates have re-offended compared to a 54 percent average statewide recidivism rate for 
the same population of offenders.
